The Brenswick-Waccamaw Missionary Baptist Asso= 
ciation met on the above date stated, according to adjourn- 
ment of 1920 in its i@th annua! session with theist St. Paul 
Missionary Baptist Church, Whiteville, N. C. At 11:45 A. 
M. Rev. D. C. Gore, President of the above named associa= 
tion sounded his gavel and said, according to adjourn- 
ment of the last session of this association in 1920, and ac- 
cording to our program the time has arrived for the 10th 
annual session of this body, which was adhered to. By this 
time all were seated and Rev. Gore asked Rev. F. C. Canady 
and Bro. C. H. Williams to conduct praise service. The 
two named brethers consented and ascended the rostrum, 
Bro. Williams lined hymn No. 196 and the delegates joined 
in singing. Rev. Canady read the 6th chapter of Romans 
for the morning lesson. Bro. Williams then led us to a 
throne of grace. Second hymn No. 665 was lined by Rev. 
Canady, and was sung to 8. M. Rev. Gore arose and made 
some very brief remarks, outlined the object of Christ’s 
coming into the world and His object for calling the minis- 
ters then. He also outlined the object of the association 
and the unity of the brotherhood, then declared the meet- 
ing open and ready for its dispatch of business. Rev. Gore 
said according to the program it is time to enter into 
praise service. He asked Rev. W. H. Haynes to conduct 
the same. Rev. Haynes lined hymn No. 520 which was sung 
by the delegates and congregation. Hethen led us to a 
throne of grace, arese and praised God for his determina- 
tion and the young ministers. Rev. Haynes then lined 
hymn “I am not ashamed to own my Lord.” By this time 
the echoes of the voices of the Bros. were heard in the 
streets of the city. Rev. Billips then praised God for bring- 
ing him safely through tbe year of 1920.

He then 
praised God for his divine presence. Bro. J..H. Spears 
praised God for enabling him to be on the gospel train. 
Bro. C. T. Troy lined “A charge to keep I have,” then led 
in a very fervent prayer. He then praised God for making 
him strong. ‘Nearer my God to Thee” was lined by Rey, 
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R. A. Wooten. He then praised God for what he had done 
for him. Deacon A. J. Best sang “My soul is satisfied.”’ He 
then praised God for his wonderful salvation. Deacon L. 
Dudley praised God for his grace. Deacon Wright praised 
God for his belief in him. Rey. J. W. Williams praised God 
for the sun that rules by day. Deacon Green led in sing- 
ing, ‘We will break bread together on our knees.”’ Then he 
praised God for his blessing. Rev. H. L. Walker praised 
God for enabling him to live near him. Song by Bro. J. B. 
Haley, “I dont walk like I used to walk since Jesus came 
into this heart of mine.” Then he praised God for calling 
him to preach the gospel. Bro. Elmo George praised God 
for enabling him to live a high christian life. Bro. Roy 
Gore praised God for keeping him. Bro. D. J. Shaw praised 
God for power. Rev. P. G. McKoy praised God because he 
could not help it. Deacon B. A. George praised God ke- 
eause he is a child of God. Bro. 8. M. Brooks praised God 
for the B.-W. Association. Bro. J. W. H. Carter praised 
that he may live as he would have him live. Rev. J. T. 
Bennett praised God for health and strength. Then Rev. 
G. R. Dudley lined “Praise God from whom all blessings 
flow.” For 30 minutes the association was royally enter- 
tained in this service with God’s divine presence in the 
midst. At this juncture Rev. D. C. Gore arose and ordered 
proceedure of the program. Rev. H. C. Shird was then in- 
troduced to the rostrum to preach the introductory sermon, 
associated by Bro.

Thursday Night Session © 


The association re-assembled at 7:30 according to ad- 
iournment. Devotional services conducted by Revs. A. O. 
Clinton and J. W. Williams. Rey. Williams lined hymn 
492 which was sung by the association. Rev. Clinton read. 
the Ist chapter of St. Matt. as a lesson. Prayer was offer- 
ed by Rev. P. J. McKoy. Second hymn lined by Rev. Wil- 
hams, No. 348, the congregation joining in singing. Just. 
here Rey. D. C. Gore arose, made some timely remarks Jin- 
ing out the business according to program and declared the 
meeting open for the dispatch of business. 

First, weleome address on part of the church by Dea- 
eon Peter Smith who came forth and said: “Dear brethren, 
it is a source of pleasure to me to have this honor eonferred 
upon me at this hour to deliver the welcome address. We 
are glad to have this honorable body of preachers, delegates 
and friends in our midst, because we believe you have come 
to do us good, because you have read the scriptures and 
sung the sweet songs of Zion which have caused our hearts 
to burn within.

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brethren, from strength to strength, go on wrestling, fight- 
ing and praying until all the powers of darkness have been 
trodden down and the well fought day won. Welcome once, 
welcome thrice with all my heart.” 

Welcome on part of the Sunday-scheols of the city by 
by Bro. G. W. Maultsby who said: “Dear Association, the 
honor has been conferred upon me to deiiver the welcome 
address on part of the Sunday-schools. We have five schools 
in the city and they are all supplied with officers and liter- 
ature, and any service that we can render you are welcome 

-toit.” Prof. L. D. Best, onthe part of the business men 
said: “My dear brethren, we, the business men of the city, 
are clamoring te serve our people from our business houses, 
jewelry shops, barber shops, wholesale and retail stores, 
meat markets, etc., and you are welcome to our services. I 
say this because I am voicing my people. Welcome once, 
welcome thrice.” 

Mrs. E. J. Baldwin on part of the Missionary Circle, 
said: “Mr. President, with much pleasure I come before you 
in behalf of the sisters. Weare doing a great workin town 
and we are working for a sure captain, caring for the sick 
aud distressed and helping in the church work, caring for 
the pastors, which is our reasonable duty, and you are wel- 
come to our services.” 

On part of the fraternal organizations, Rev, F. H. 
George said: “Mr. President and Bros., it is with no small 
degree of pleasure that I come at this hour to give you a 
few words of welcome. We have several societies in our 
town that are doing a great work in our community bury- 
ing the dead and caring for their members and the widows 
and orphans. You are welcome to our services, thrice wel- 
come.” 

Hon. KR. M. Lewis, Mayor, was out of town and Mr. 
Walter Powell, attorney, welcomed us on part of the city. 
He said: “Mr. President, while you all are in our town feel 
at home for you are under the protection of the white peo- 
ple; you are welcome to our town and our nice concrete 
sidewalks and streets, and we assure you of no trouble. I 
say this because I am voicing the city. You are ever wel- 
come.” At his conclusion Rev. Billips led in song service. 
“Beloved, we are the sons of God,” was sung. Revs. G. W. 
Billips, P. J. McKoy and G. R. Dudley responded to the 
above, accepting the same, 

The hour having arrived for preaching Rev. Gore arose 
and introduced Rev. W. H. Haynes, Rev. G. W. Billips al- 
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ternate. Rev. Billips lined hymn 487. Rev. Billips led us 
to a throne of grace. Second hymn, “My hope is built on 
nothing less,” ete. Rev. Haynes then arose and used for a 
text Rev. 3:20, and while he preached our hearts did burn 
and we were compelled to say, surely the Lord is in this 
place. Rev. Billips led in singing “I know He is mine.’ 
Colleetion raised by Bro. ‘Amos Smith $6.25. Motion 
to adjourn till Friday 9:30 A. M. prevailed. Benediction 
by Rev. Billips. 


Friday Morning Session 


The association met at 9:30 and was called to order by 
the President.

R. A. Wooten lined hymn 
“Father I stretch my hand to Thee,” etce., which was sung 
by the congregation. Rev. Hill lined hymn 490, and Rev. 

Rev. E. V. Garn- 
er led ina fervent prayer. Second hymn 158 lined by Rev. 
Hill. Rev. Gore then arose and lined out the work of the 
association, declaring the meeting open for business. He 
then referred to the program. Motion prevailed to hear the 
minutes, which were read and adopted. It was then sug- 
gested by Rev. Wooten that the association have a boun- 
dary line.

Green, B. A. George, W. H. Comica, J.B. Haley, R. G. Bell, 
W.H. Gore, Amos Smith, D. J. Shaw, Jas. Boon, W. W.

After the appointment of committees the third order of 
business was the President’s address. On motion same was 
deferred until night. Report of Officers ruled in order. 
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Educational Treasurer read his report and on motion 
same was adopted. {See report.) The Association Treas~ 
urer made his report ard the same was adopted. (See re- 
port.) The Recording Secretary read his report which was 
received and adopted. The Auditor read his report which 
was received and adopted. (See report.) Rev. G. W. Billips 
made a fine talk on business matters and the general condi- 
tion of the association. At this juncture Rev. Frank Grif- 
fin, pastor Green Chapel Baptist Church, and Rev. John 
Mishue. pastor Zion Church, were introduced. Rey. N. H. 
Haymer from Lumber River Association, was also intro- 
duced, as was Rev. Willie Stephen. Collection $3.25, 
Benediction by Rev. Willie Stephen.

The association re-assembled per adjournment and was 
called to order by the President. Bros. G. W. Wright and 
J. F. Baldwin were asked te conduct devotional service. 
Bro. Wright jined hymn 295, C. M., which was sung. Bro. 
Baldwin read the 2nd chapter of St. Mark for a lesson. Rev. 
F. C. Canady led in prayer. Seng by Bro. Wright, “The 
storm is passing over.”

Friday Night Session 


Called to order by the Vice President, Rev. G. W. Bil- 
lips, who asked Revs. T. King and John Davis to conduct 
devotional service. Rev. Davis lined hymn 422 which was 
sune toS. M. Rev. King read the 8th chapter of Romans 
for a lesson. Rev. J.T, Bennett lead in a very fervent pray- 
er. Second hymn 424, was lined by Rev. Davis. Rev. Bil- 
lips arose and made some striking remarks and lined out 
the work for the night. He then ‘declared the meeting open 
for business, saying that it was now time for the President’s 
annual address. ‘The same was then ruled in order. Rev. 
D.C. Gore, President of the Association, was then intro- 
duced. Rev. Gore ascended the rostium in an humble way 
and began his address. He recommends that the pastors 
of the churches take up a collection each service day for 
missions.

The delegate from 
the State Convention read his report and on motion same 
was adopted. Rev. G. R. Dudley on part of S. S. Conven- 
tion. Rev. R. A. Wooten coroborated the report. 

At this juncture Rev. E. W. Smith, one of the leading 
preachers of the Zion connection, was introduced to the 
body and asked to say something. He made some striking 
remarks saying: “Dear brethren, It is with much pleasure I 
present myself before you, not in the name of a Methodist 
neither a Baptist, but I come as a Christian. I believe the 
church ought to be able to tell men how to get together and 
how to treat brethren right.” He also made other timely 
remarks which were well taken. The committee on Peti- 
tionary Letters then read its report which was adopted. 
The right hand of fellowship was extended to the delegates 
of the Oak Grove Baptist Church to become members of 
this body.

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CONSTITUTION 


Article 1. This association .shall be denominated and known as 
the Brunswick-Waccamaw Association. 

Art. 2. The object of this association shall be the promotion of 
Christ’s kingdom among men, and the means of accomplishing this 
shall be in strict conformity to the New Testament. 

Art. 3. This association shall consist of delegates and messengers 
chosen from the churches constituting. The delegatesshall bear let- 
ters from their respective churches, certifying their appointment and 
giving information in relation to the condition of the church. 

Art. 4. Any minister or pastor of this association shall be recog- 
nizedas adelegate to this association, and any minister in good 
standing may become an annual member of this body by the payment 
of $1.00 annually, or a life member by the payment of $3.50. 

Art. 5. This association shall choose annually a President, a Re- 
cording Secretary and a Treasurer who shall continue in office until 
their successors are elected. 

Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the President to enforce an obsery- 
ance of the Constitution, preserve order, appoint committees, decide 
all questions of order and give the casting vote in case of a tie. 

Art. 7. The Recording Secretary shall make a faithful record of 
the proceedings of the association, superintend their printing and 
distribution among the churches. 

Art. 8. The Treasurer shall receive and keep all the funds that 
come into the asscciation and keep a faithful and accurate account of 
all receipts and disbursements, and report the same at eachregular 
' session of this body. 

Art. 9. This association may have an Auxiliary Missionary So- 
ciety and Executive Board of not less than five nor more than seven 
members. Said Board shall be convened for the transaction of busi- 
ness upon the callofthe President of the association and shall con- 
tinue in office until their successors are known, and be responsible for 
their official acts to the association. 

Art. 10. This associaticn shall not maintain permanent fellowship 
with any of her churches or ministers who neglect to observe gospel 
order or her members who treat this constitution with contempt. 

Art. 11. It may be the perogative of this association to invite 
visitors and messengersto seats with us, who may speak on all sub- 
jects and enjoy all privileges except that of voting. 

Art. 12. The following committees shall be appointed : Ist, Com- 
mittee on Devotional Service: 2nd, Committee on Finance; 3rd, Com- 
mittee on Petitionary Letters and Correspondence. Other committes 
may be appointed whenever it shall be deemed prudent. 

Art. 13. There shall be by appointment of the association an In- 
troductory Sermon of a denominational character. 

Art. 14. The Executive Board shallhave power to receive church- 
es into the association at any of its regular meetings. 

Art. 15. Each church may form a Home Missionary Society whose 
funds shall be turned over to the association. 

Art. 16. Each Deacon shall pay 50cents annually, each Licentiate 
$1.00, each Ordained Minister $1.50, each Pastor pastoring within our 
bounds and not belonging to this body shall pay $1.00 each and the 
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Articles of Faith 


1. We believe in only one true and living God and that there are 
three persons in the God-head—the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. Gen.

2. We believe the Scriptures of the Old and New Testament are the 
Word of God and the only rules of faith and practice.

4. We believe in the doctrine of original sin. Psalm 54: 5. 

5. We believe in the doctrine of man’s impoteney to recover himself 
from the fallen state he isin by nature of his own free will. Eph. 2: 1-10. 

6. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God only by 
the imputed righteousness of Christ. Gal. 2:16; Romans 3:24, 

‘7. We believe that God’s elect shall be called, converted and sancti- 
tied by the Holy Ghost. Eph, 1:4-7. 

8. We believe that the saints shall persevere in grace and shall 
never fall finally away. John 10: 28-30; 13:1; lst Peter 1: 9. 

9. We believe that Baptism and the Lord’s Supper are ordinances 
of Christ, and that the true believers are the only subjects of these 
ordinances, and that the true mode of Baptism is immersion. Matt.
